Origin: The monument was set on the split 
between the stone at ClCr_I21 and the stone at 
ClCr_l25. 


History and Search Procedure: The original 
GLO surveyor set a wooden post at this corner 
with witness trees to the north and northeast. No 
evidence of the monument or its accessories was 
found. The Monroe County Surveyor, Andrew 
Dillman, planted a limestone at this corner in April 
of 1887 and witnessed it with two other limestones 
(Reference Survey ID 000025 - Monroe County 
Survey Book 2, pages 436-438). The measured 
distance between the stone at ClCr_I21 and the 
stone at ClCr_I25 is 5239.20 feet. The calculated 
distance per the Dillman survey is 5221.04 feet. 
We calculated a search point (which eventually 
became the set monument) on the split between 
the two found stones. The search point fell ina 
compacted gravel drive where probing was 
impossible. No evidence of the stone or its 
accessories was found. Marty James used the 
same calculated position for this corner to 
establish the center of Section 32 on a 2016 
retracement boundary survey in the Northeast 
Quarter of Section 32 (Reference Survey ID 
000067 - Instrument No. 2016013475). 


We spoke with Ben Ingram, whose family has 
owned the property surrounding this corner for 
approximately 150 years, and he did not know a 
monument at this corner.
